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Assassins 
hit Gandhi 
at home

NEW DELHI, India - Prime 
Minister Indira Gnndhl was shot eight 
times Wednesday In an assassination 
attempt at her residence and was in 
"very grave" condition at a hospital, 
the United News of Indin reported. 

Sources at the AlMndIa Institute of 
Medical Sciences told UNI there were 
four bullets lodged in her abdomen 
and that she also was wounded In the 
thigh. 

IJNl said there were reporta that- 
one of the prime minister's own 
guards had shot the 66-year-old'leader 
as she came out of her room Wed- 
.nesday morning. The agencyalso 
said security'guiarasIUIIea two people' 
at the residence. 

She fell down with a cry, UNI said, 
and members o! the household and 
other security personnel rushed to the 
spot. 

Neither police or the prime 
minister's office would make official 
statements on the attaclc. 

Mrs. Gandhi, who Has been under 
heavy security in recent weeks 
because of assassination threats, had 
relumed Tuesday night from a two- 
day election campaign tour In eastern 
Orissa state. 

UNI said police cordoned off her 



residence and the hospital where she 
was taken. 

Mrs. Gandhi, 66, was elected to the 
office of prime minister four times, 
the last time inlMO, 

She Is the daughter of Jowaharlal 
Nehru, who led the nation as prime 
minister for 17 years after Its hi- 
dependence from Britain. 

She first became prime minister hi 
19fl6 following the death of Lai 
Bahadur Shaslri. She was first 
elected to the office In m and 
re-clocled in 1971 and 1972. 

In 1975, responding to demands that 
she resign after a high court ruled 
that she had Illegally sued sfflvlce of 
_govemraenLofflelals±iher-i97i-eloc- 
tlon campaign, she declared -a. na- 
tional emergency. Thousands of 
Gandhi opponents were Jailed, civil 
rights were curtailed and ri^d 
censorship clamped on theprcss. 

During the next 21 months, her 
regime tightened powers of preven- 
tive detention, forced many people to 
undergo sterilization and rewrote the 
Indian constitution to make all her 
actions legal. 

In 1977, she called for elections and 
was defeated by an old rival, Morarji 
Desal. 

But she returned to power with a 
sweeping election victory In 1980. 



Reservoir yields body 
of slain Polish priest

frogmen found the body of the Rev. 
Jerzy Poplelusztto In the Icy waters of 
a reservoir. Tuesday. II days after 
three secret police officers kidnapped 
the prt>.Solldarlty priest, the official 
news media reported. 

Solidarity leader f.ech Walesa said 
"The worst has happened," and ap- 
pealed for calm. 

"One wanted to kill, and he killed 
not only a man, not only a Pole, not 
only a priest - one wanted to kill the 
nope that It Is possible to avoid 
violence In Poland In political life," 
he said. 

• Ho offered to step down as head of 
the outlawed union federation 1( It 
would ensure a dialogue between 
Poland's communist authorities and 
the people. 

There were no reports of dis- 
turbances following the announce-' 
ment on state-run television's evening 
newscast that the 37-yearold priest 
had been mmdercd and his body 
txKovercd, 

The government announced Friday 
that thiiee Interior Ministry officers 



- a captain and two lleuleniints - 
had been Jailed and would be charged 
with the kldnapphig. 

Polish authorities suggested the 
kidnap-murtlcr might be part of a 
broader conspiracy, and placed the 
three prisoners under special protec- 
tion. ^ 

At Popleluszko's Stanlslaw Kostka 
Church hi Warsaw, many people In 
the congregaUon of several thousand 
worshipers at an evenhig Mass wept 
when they were told at the end of the 
service that the priest had been 
murtlertd and his body found, 

"There are such moJnents In our 
lives that wo shnply stand completely 
stunned and the only thing we can do 
Is say, 'Oh, God,' " said the priest 
who made the announcement. 

More people began flocking to the 
church hi the northern district of 
Zollbon as worti of the murder 
spread. 

In Rome, Italian President Siiidra 
Pertlnl called PoIIih-bom Pope John 
Paul II, who also had backed Solidari- 
ty, to express his condolences lor the 
murder of the Roman Cathollcpriest. 

Vatican Bpokeamen said they did 
not expect any comment, from the 
pontiff until today

Women's pay to keep gaining slowly on men

SANTA MONICA, Cailf - Women's salaries are 
steadily , gaining on men's and will Increase 
"dramatically", over the next two decades 
because of Job cxperienci and education rather 
than political pressure, a Rand Corp. study said 
Tuesday, 

If current trends continue, working women will 
earn 74 percent of what men do by the year axw 
the study said, cailhig that "a conservatlvi! 
estimate," 

"In 1980,' women's hourly wages were fio perceat 
of (men's); by 1SS3, the figure had risen to 64 
percent - the. largest and swiftest gain" during 
this century, according u the study by Rand 



economists James P, Smith and Michael P. Word 
The reason (or the gain Is that women's skills 
through education and work experience are in- 
creasing rapidly, Snilth,sald. 

The study disputed a U.S. Census Bureau 
statistic that shows women earning 59 cents for 
each dollar a man makes. II calculations are 
based solely on the wages of currtintly v/orking 
women, as the census bureau's were, women's pay 
would be "even lower," the study said. 

However, the Hand study took Into account Uie 
potential wages ol the entire female population, 
projecting what all women would earn based on 
their (Education and work experience. : 

The study said affirmative action programs that 
prohibit sex discrimination In tiie work place "can 



easily be dismissed" as a factor In the gain. 

I.eglslatlon to prohibit sex discrimination was 
pa.5s«l In Uie 19603 and "It strains credulity to 
suppose that these effects would be felt after 1S80 
especially In a period of budgetary retrenchment 
by the enlorcement agencies," the study said 

'iWomen's wages have In lact risen In r^siionsc 
to their expanded skills. Throughout the ath 
century, women's wages have been rising much 
taster than men's wages and will continue to do so 
Into the foreseeabe luture," the study said 

The study also found that "block women made 
significant wage gains telaUve to while men 
during the years 1950-1980," but said the most 
"extraordinary" contrast was In the wages of 
white women and black women.

■ legislation Tuesday that would have established a 
contemporary venlon ol the Depression-era Civilian 
Conservation Corps for public worlts projects, saying

The bUI would have authorized J225 million In 
spending over three years toranAmerican Conserva- 
tion Corps program, under whichworkcrewaofyoung 
men and women would be used to clean up and repair 
public lands and faculties In runtl and urtum areas.

NBC poll gives Reagan lead

His govemment has been grossly Indifferent to 
the requirements of racial equity and the needs of 
t hepoor.lt wa s so bad onenvironmentalqucstlons-

that, mercifully, Its efforts backfired. To get It 
way on large economic and foreign policy 
programs tliat affront the crazy right it pays a 
price — tribute, really - In social program and 
civil liberties coin, tossing the crazies ail manner 
of proposed constitutional amendments, 
regulatory restrictions, violations of individual 
privacy and freedom. 

Mr. Mondale, unlike the president, has talked 
about thedangerslgns with candor and 
Intelligence. Would he, aspresldent, be able lo 
carry out the cures that, as candidate, he has 
prescribed? Maybe not. To get a large tax 
hicrcasc through Congress would be an 
extraordinary feat in the best of circumstances. If 
the economy were lo start sliding Into anottier 
recession. It would be impossible. 

Then there is Mondale the man. His record going

Was decency, then, such a marginal, 
dismissibic attribute in a president? Why was It 
being talked about like a fringe? 

We don't know, but we hear something similar In 
the air today. Walter Mondale, It is said. Is 
earnest, serious, a political fool for acknowledging 
the necessity of a tax hike, a guy who will bore 
your ear off talking about the issues, nothing like ''' 
some of his flashier primary season competition or 
his enlertalnmcnt-mlnded competitor In the White 
House. We say good, Wc say this Is a serious, 
steady, bright, decent, qualified man who Wants to 
be president and wtio should be.

Nowtbo Louies never-were all that good« 

barometer of public opinion, any more than that 
myttilcal "man on the street" provldis a guide to 
what the country thinks about anything at any 
time. 

But when It comes to thisclectloh, this 
particular Louie seems worth listening to, 
especially tn his assessment ot the two 
presidential candidates and hov/ Ms view of them 
has changed. 

For Louie, ll was the debates— all three of them 
— tlial made ttio difference. And the point of this 
column Is ttiat It's not only Louie whose thinking 
has been affected by those debates. 

Deep concerns hove been aroused In surprising 
quarters. They promise to linger long after Uk 
election.

"Mondale, he says he'll raise ttie taxes. I don't 
like that, but anybody In there is going to have to, 
and at least he's honest. Reagan, they say he's 
borrowing $4S0 million a day, and we owejsoo 
billion more Liian wc owed before. So what's he 
gonna do about that? He don't say." 
"I'm voting for Mondale and FcrrarD." 
So. he says, Is his wife. And so would his 
daughter, she could.

"I am concerned that the residuals irom the 
debates are that, God, we're going lo (ace four 
more years with what looked to me to be a guy that 
mlgtit not be up to It physically and mentally. 

"Now I'll still vote for Ronald Reagan, but 
probably with a little more residual concern there.

BOISE (AP) — So far. a Boise Republican 
-looms-as-the-"bl g spender"" In'thlryearYIdaho' 

: legislative races. 

State legislators have been reporting cam- 
paign spending and contributions thraugh Oct. 
22. Another report will be due after the election, 
' covering the last two weeks. 

With about half the reports In through Tuesdoy 
; afternoon, Rep. Chris Hooper, R-Boisc, tops the 
' spendhig list. Hooper, chairman of the House 
Health and Welfare Committee the last, two 
■ years, was locked in a tight battle In the GOP 
primary with Dan Donohue, the man he beat by 
a few hundred votes two years earlier. 

Hooper won, but still has a debt of about $4,500 
from the hard-fought battle against Dooohue. 

His campaign report shows he spent (21,317, 
but Hooper said he thou^it there might have 
been some duplications and he might have spent 
; less than that. 

The only Democrat to win In Ada County two 
-years ago. Sen. Gall Bray, D-Bolse, said she 
expected to spend about $15,000 this time. 
Legislators who live outside Ada County are 
~pald-f7;280 per year In salary and expenses. 
Those who live in the county ^ a little less. That 
Includes $2,400 salary for Jmuary, February 
and March and $1,800 for the other nine months, 
at $200 per month. 

Idaho has seven "floating" distrlcts^ln this 
year's legislative elections, and reports from 
candidates indicate it's expensive to campaign 
In 8 district covering large areas. 

Senate candidate Rep. Dwight Horsch, D- 
Abcrdccn, reported spending $16,402 In his race , 
against Rusty Barlowof Pocatello. 

In a northern Idaho district, Sen. Terry 
Sverdsten, R-Cataldo, reported collecting $8,293 



and spending $0,389 In his bid for rtwlectlon over 
Democrat Ray Oliver o( Coeur d'Alene. Demo- 
cratic House hopeful Thomas Glovanelll, Cocur 
d'Alene, reported spendln R Just u nder $4.000.

An Incumbent who switched political parties.

JiStdge denies effort 
to halt game code 



. CHEYENNE, Wyo. (AP) - A fed- 
era] Judge Tuesday denied the 
Arapahoe tribe's lawsuit seeking to 
halt enforcement of a game code on 
the Wind River Indian Reservation. 

U.S. District Judge Ewing Ken- 
upheld the Bureau of InSian Affaire' 
authority to Impose a gome code at 
the l)ehest ot the Shosbonc tribe, (lie 
other tribe on Wyoming's lono Indian 
reservation. 

The order Is another chapteikin a 
long dispute betweeff the Shoshories, 
who advocate a code to protect the 
reservation's wildlife resources, and 
the Arapaboes, who have reslBted any 
' hunting restrfctlons, 

Attorneys for the Arapahocs had 
argued only Congress, not the BIA, 
has the authority to Impose a code on 
Indian lands. They also argued the 
Arapahoes needed to hunt to feed 
their families. 

But Kerr dismissed both those 
arguments, saying the BIA has a duty 
to protect the Interests of both tribes 
and to ensure wildlife ts not threat- 
ened on the reservation by Indlscrlm- 
Inatehuntlng. -"^ 

"The U.S., as a party to the Fort 
Brldger Treaty of 1868 and as a 



trustee of . reservation lands, has a 
duty to protect the Interest of the 
- Inhabitants of the Wind River Reser- 
vation.' Neither, tribe should be 
allowed to hunt wildlife to the point of 
endangermcnt or extlncllon," Kerr 
saldhihisorder. 

Kerr pointed to a study begun by 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service at 
the request of Imth tribes In 1377. That 
study, which resulted In a wildlife 
management plan for the reservation 
In 1982, Indicated certain big game 
animals on the reservatIon-wcre en~ 
dangcred and others were threat- 
ened. 

After the harsh winter ot 198JB4 
depleted existing herds, the 
Shoshoncs again ;isked tlic Bureau of 
Indian Affaire to enforce some in- 
terim regulations until both tribes 
could resolve their differences and 
adopt ajolnt game code. 

Kerr ruled the BIA may Impose 
such regulations, because the 
Shoshone tribe has a "valid Interest In 
protecting the rights of Its members 
In the continued abundance of wlldOfe 
now and In the future." 

"The minor financial burden to the 
Arapahoes {(or the cost of a hunting 



permit) does not outweigh the harm 
to' the Shoshones if the Arapaboes 
hunting -Is- uniestricted," the order 

said. 

The Arapahocs had maintained 
they needed to hunt to feed their 
families, but Kerr noted they could 
pay a mlnlmal ieeof $8.00 tohtnt on 
elk, deer or aiilelope and that each 
eligible hunter could harvest one of 
each of elk, deer and antelope. 

Kerr also said all tribal membere 
receive monthly pa yme nts of $23 5 and 
-other-flssistance Is available l"f fami- 
lies arc truly anxious about obtaining 
enough food, 

Arapahoe attorney Dale White said 
the Arapahoe Business council was 
meeting Tuesday to dedde whether to 
appeal the ruling to the lOth U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals in Denver 
within 30 days. 

Shoshone Attorney Ken Guldo 
praised Kerr's ruling and said it 
means no tribe In the U.S. can hunt In 
a way that would violate anoUier 
tribe's treaty rights. "They (the 
Arapahocs) were asiclng to hunt In a 
way that would have harmed the 
Shoshone treaty right to hunt," he 
said.

Researcher Ernest Stemgiass, 
professor of rodlologlcal physics .nt 
the University of Pittsburgh School of 
Medicine, said Monday that students 
who took the SAT this year were 
exposed to radiation leaks from the 
Nevada Test Site while thelrmothers 
were carrying them. 

While students In most parts of the 
country Improved their SAT scores by 
an average of •! percent this' year, 
Utah's combined math and verbal 
scores on the exam fell by IB points — 
the worst decline in ■ the nation, 
Stemgiass said: . - 

Ho said other states downwind from 
the test site also had poorer test 
performances, Norih Dakota's scores 
were down by 11 points, Wyoming's 
by 3 points. Oklahoma's by 5 points 
and Colorado's and Nebraska's by 1 
point. 

Dr. David Nelson, coordinator of 
evaluation and assessment for the 
Utah Office of Education, s.ild Tues- 
day that Stemgiass is looking at the 
wrong measure to determine the aca- 
demic performance of Utah students. 

Nelson said the SAT Isn't used for 



college admissions in Utah and most 
students opt to take the American 
CollcgeTcst.orACT. 
, ACT test scores of Utah students 
-this-yearshowcd the largcst-Inerensc" 
In several years, he said, and added 
he believes Stemgiass' figures are 
Inaccurate. 

Iron County School Superintendent 
Clair Morris said he has problems 
accepting Stemgiass' claims because 
other variables that could have 
cattscd a drop in SAT scores weren't 
considered. 

Moreover, Morris said, most Iron 
County students take the ACT. In fact, 
he said he was unawore of any 
student taking the SAT. 

Iron County is consldiiretl 
downwind from Uic test site. 

Stemgiass said the SAT test score 
decline goes back to a series of 
underground nuclear tests carried out 
in Nevada In 1966 and 1968, after 
which large amounts of radioactivity 
were measured In milk. 

The same period saw an Increase In 
Utah's Infant mortality rale, lowering 
the stale's record (ram the best in the 
Mountain West region to the worst, he 
said. 

Stemgiass said radioactive Iodine 
from venting underground tests was 
ingested by grazing cows. pas.sed *»i 
to human mothere who' drank the 
milk, and then absoiixd by the 
thyroid glands of Iheir unborn babies.

Seventy-seven players were eligible 
to declare for free agency following 
the 1984 season.

Acconllng to the government, the alleged defect can 
cause im models of the Chevrolet Citation, Buick 
Skylark, Pontlac Phoenix and Oldsmobile Omega to 
spin out of control. It has been linked to at least 3,563 
complaints Involving 1,I08 accidents, 323 injuries and 
seven deaths. 

The non-jury trial opened to a capacity crowd In 
federal district court last March, but the courtroom is 
nearly empty nowadays as time drags on, tempers 
wear thin and Uic government and CM wade through 
reams of technical data and thousands of documents. 

The donkey cartoon, shared among tiie attorneys 
during atrial recess, was a rare Item on which the two 
sides did not disagree.

Falling rates bolster stocks 



NEW YORK (AP) - Stock prices 
staged a spirited rally Tuesday, get- 
ting a boost from falling open-market 
interest rates. 

Auto and financial-services slocks 
Joined a variety of blue-chip issues at 
the forefront of the advance. 

The Dow Jones average of 30 indus- 
trials, which had fallen 24.52 points 
over the past six sessions, rebounded 
15.90 to 1,217.31. 

Volume on the New York Slock 
Exchange stepped up to 95.20 million 
shares from Monday's three-week 
lowof 63.20 million. 

Interest rates on both short-and 
long-term government securities 
tumbled in the credit markets Tues- 
day, resuming their decline of the 
past several weeks. 

Short-term Treasury bill rates 
dropped more than one-tenth of a 
percentage point. Prices of long-term 



government bonds, which rise when 
rales decline, moved up more than 
$10 for every $l,(Xn In face value. 

Analysts also noted that the stock 
market hold its ground Monday at the 
1,200 level in Uie Dow Jones industrial 
average, suggesting Uial a good many 
traders found stocks an attractive 
buyatthatpoint. 

But they said several uncertainties 
continued to weigh on the market — , 
most notably the question of how 
much the economy might slow In the 
months ahead. 

The government's monthly refwrt 
on,. Its Index of leading economic 
indicator^j^f, due out today. Wall 
Streeters generally expect the Index, 
which Is designed to detect future 
economic trends, to show at most a 
small increase forSeptember. 

Brokers also said traders were

Robot count next for bureau 



WASHINGTON (AP) - The Census Bureau, which 
has been enumerating the American people since 1730. 
plans to start counting robots, loo. 

"nils win be the first time we have attempted lo 
collect information on robots," says Thomas Mesen- 
bourg, assistant division chief for*the bureau's 
Current Industrial Reports. 

"There has been a lot of talk about how rapidly this 
Industry will ^w In the next 10 years, so we arc 
trying [o get In on the ground floor" in keeping 
.statistics on the robot Industry, Mesenbourg explained 
In an interview Thursday. • ^ 

Currently awaiting approval from the Office of 
Management and Budget, the bureau has proposed to 
launch (lie count In January, requesting data from 
firms which manufacture robots. The flnol report 
should be out by next September. 

The count, which fs expcclcd to cost about $25,000, 



will help provide background data (or Industry and to 
prepare tor the 1987 Census of Manufactures, Mesen- 
bourg added. The funds tor the initial survey will 
come from the Census Bureau's budget.- 

The count Is primarily concerned with robot pro- 
ducts (or Industrial use, such as those becoming moro 
and more common" on a^'mbly tines and' Ui' tJic" 
welding Industry. 

However, the census forms will also provide for 
collection ol Information on robots for home use, In the 
event IhoUxicames a larger share of the market In the 
futurewT- 

„Tlie Census Bureau takes a (omial census of 
monufacturlng firms every five years and conducts 
annual surveys of Industrial productions to keep the 
flgurcs up to date. Curreniiy those efforls count robots 
under a variety of categories depending on the end use 
of the robot —OS a welding tool, for instance.

1 have personally seen old 
tulips a foot deep that bloomed for 
years and years, but I tried it once on 
a pouple of bulbs and feel I 
slnu^tcred the Innocent.

REJffiURG-.Sixyearsago 

when someone asked me atiout 
growing melons In a cool, short 
season climate such as ours, I 
would have been very skeptical. 

But each year I grow more and 
more oplifnistlc about growing 

—melons.™ 

, In the last five years, I have ' 
grown 17 different watermelon and 
13 different cantaloupe varieties 
successfully in the Ricks College 
Re search an d Demonstration 
Garden. 

' This year, I harvested up to 24 
ripe watermelons and up to 62 ripe 
cataloupes fronionc24 foot rowof 
plants. Some of these melons were 
small, but many were quite 
respectable size. 

I win not attempt to list all the 
varieties which can be grown 
successfully.- However, I will 
mention a few which have 
performed the best. 

One of my favorite watermelons ' 
Is a small yellow Uesh variety 
named Yellow Doll. It has been 
cohslstentlyoneoftheejirliestto . 
ripen and best flavorof any I have 
grown. It produces round melons 
up to seven Inches In diameter. 
Yellow Baby is another very 
similar variety. 

My favorite red wotemclon^ 
arc Lucky Sweet, Earlystar, Sugar 
Belle, Sweet Baby, Petite Sweet 
and Sweet Favorite. All of these 
produce seven toelght-inch 
diameter round melons except 
Sweet Favorite and Lucky Sweet. 
Lucky^weet )s abou t nine In ches 
*and Sweet T*ovorltc Is an oblong 
melon about 1 1 Inches by seven 
Inches. All have very good flavor. 
Lucky Sweet and ISarlystar rated 
the highest In a taste panel this 
year. 




Crimson Sweet is a larger melon 
which win mature In the Wanner 
parts of the Magic Valley. About 
half the melons ripened before 
" "frost InRexburgthlsyear. Tlie " 
largest was 11 inches In diameter. 

My favorite cantaloupe varieties 
are Sweetheart, Earilesweet. 
Scoop and Early Northern Queen, 
Sweetheart Is the highest yielding, , 
with 62 melons this year. It sice Is 
quite variable, but the largest are 
about six Inches In diameter. Its 
skin is smooth, rather thonnetted 
likem.6tcantaioupc3. ' 

Scoop has the best flavor, but is 
the smallest of the group, 
averaging about four and a hair 
Inches In diameter. Earllsweet Is 
five Inches. Early Northern Queen 
. has large,,ob1ong melons up to 
seven Inches. 
Delicious 51 Is a sjlghty later 
. variety which is sweeter than any 
of those listed above. I ripened IS 
melons on a 24 foot row this year. 
More would have ripened hi the 
Magic Valley. 

Other than planting an extra 
early variety, the most important 
factor for success In melon 
growing Is plastic mulch. It will 
-increase cariiness byutleasttwo — 
weeks anddoubleor tripleharvest 
of ripe frijlt.
